| to plan 1987 celebration 
| for U.S. constitution

ALCALA PARK — U.S. Supreme 


Court Chief Justice Warren E. Burger . 


chaired the second public meeting of the 
Commission on the Bicentennial of the 
U.S. Constitution Feb. 3 at the 
University of San Diego’s Camino 
Theatre. 


The 23-member commission heard 
reports of plans to observe the 200th 
anniversary of the signing of the 
Constitution, which occurred Sept. 17, 
1797. 


BERNARD SIEGAN, USD professor 
of law, is one of the members appointed to 
the commission by President Ronald 
Reagan in June 1985, 


“‘Our job is to get the country thinking 
about the Constitution,’’ Burger said at a 
press conference, adding that his interest 
in the document. began when he was a 
Boy Scout. 


“The Constitution is what we did with 
our independence. Many people have 
forgotten that it was a unique 
experiment .. . many thought it would 
not work,’’ he said. 


BURGER’S ADMINISTRATIVE 
assistant, Mark Cannon, expressed. the 
hope that ‘‘every city, state, and private 
agency’’ will plan and participate in the 
bicentennial observances. 


‘“The celebration will include 
international events;’’ other countries, 
especially the developing ones, want to 
know why the Constitution has endured, 
said Herbert Brownell, former attorney 
general and vice-chairman: of the 
commission. 


The Constitution gives us ‘‘the right to 
celebrate it the way weé wish,’’ said

SAN DIEGO — The St. Vincent de 
Paul Shelter for the homeless has until 
March 29, the day before Easter, to find 
a new location. 


The shelter has been located in the E] 
Cortez Travelator Motel at 7th and Ash 
Streets since May 1983. On Jan. 29, 

} shelter personnel received word that the 
} building had been sold and they were 
given 60 days to vacate the site. 


CARONDELET SISTER Christine 
Giordano, shelter director, explained 
that shelter operators knew that, as a 
condition of the lease, they would have 
to vacate the premises if the building 
was sold. 


Last week’s notice, however, came as 

a surprise, and shelter personnel are 

} scrambling to find a new location. ‘‘We

Dr. Author E. Hughes, USD 
president, asked the commission to 
endorse the university’s Project for Public 
and Community Service.

‘nationwide public television series on 


_ the history and meaning of the U.S. 


Constitution’? be produced. He then 
suggested that videotapes ‘‘be made 
available for use in elementary and high 
school classrooms throughout the 
country.”’ 


UNIVERSITIES AND colleges 
participating in the service project would 
then recruit student volunteers versed in 
the Constitution to assist teachers in using 
the videotapes, he explained. 


The Project for Public and Community 
Service directs young people’s attention 
o ‘‘their responsibilities as citizens’’ and 
fosters a sense of altruism, Dr. Hughes 
said. 


Joan Bowes, chairwoman of the San 
Diego County Commission on the Bicen- 
tennial, outlined activities being planned 
locally. 


A SPEAKER’S Bureau ‘‘will bring 
knowledgeable men and women together 
to inform students of all ages about the 
Constitution and its framers,’’ she said. 
Other educational events include art and 
essay contests and special exhibits in 
museums.

‘‘We will find something,’’ he added. 


IF THE shelter is relocated to a ware- 
house, it will have to be refurbished 
before people can move into it, Father 
Carroll said, adding that this will cost 
money.

On Feb. 2, 221 people were housed at 
the shelter, Sister Giordano | said. 
Because the shelter’s capacity is 200, 
some guests had to sleep in the TV 
room, she said, adding that many 
people were turned away that night and 
the shelter is always a little fuller on 
weekends. Among the shelter’s guests 
Sunday night were 99 children. 


Sister Giordano said the number of 
people housed at the shelter changes 
from hour to hour. As some leave, 
others check in. The maximum length of 
stay at the shelter is two weeks. 


‘‘We are trying to be positive about 
it,’’ Sister Giordano said of the time 
frame in which shelter personnel have to 
find a new location. ‘‘We want to 
continue providing the service’’ to the 
homeless. San Diego has 2,000 to 5,000 
homeless persons.

CLOWNS UPHOLD USEFULNESS 
— A group of central Ilinois clown ministers 
has taken issue with a December statement by 
the U.S. bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy, 
which said that the use of clowns is not 
appropriate as part of a liturgical service. The 
group, called the Sondancer Parables, uses 
clowns in dramatic settings to tell stories in 
parable form. The Sondancers have performed 
as part of the homily during Masses and for 
Communion meditations. Marilyn Hood, a 
spokeswoman for the group, said there have 
been many occasions within liturgical services, 
when the Sondancers ‘“‘have led people to 
prayer and moments of worship.’? The 
statement by the bishops’ liturgy committee 
said that ‘‘the clown has a place’’ in 
entertainment, and in ‘‘works of charity,”’ 
such as visiting the sick, but said that ‘‘the 
clown is not to be understood as a liturgical 
minister.”’ 


CONSPIRACY OF EVIL The 
Philippine bishops have issued a pastoral letter 
urging voters to fight a ‘‘conspiracy of evil’’ 
threatening the Feb. 7 presidential election. 
Cardinal Jaime Sin of Manila has told 
Washington Post staffers that he and other 
church leaders have urged poor people to 
accept bribes if pressured by political party 
leaders, but to vote according to their 
consciences. The bishops urged Filipinos to 
“vote for persons who morally, intellectually, 
and physically show themselves capable of 
inspiring the whole nation towards a hopeful 
future.’? In the Feb. 7 election, Corazon 
Aquino, wife of slain opposition leader 
Benigno Aquino, is challenging incumbent 
Ferdinand Marcos, who has been president for 
20 years. 


NO PASSIVE EUTHANASIA 
Claims that passive euthanasia is compatible 
with church teaching are ‘‘highly misleading 
and completely false,’’ said Bishop Ernest L. 
Unterkoefler of Charleston, S.C., in a letter to 
members of the South Carolina Senate. Such 
claims have been made by the South Carolina 
Society for the Right to Die and other 
supporters of a ‘‘right to die’? measure being 
considered by the South Carolina Senate, said 
Paul Cole Beach, director of communications 
for the Charleston diocese. 


VATICAN APPOINTMENT — A 
Nobel Prize-winning Harvard University 
professor was one of six scientists appointed by 
Pope John Paul II to the Pontifical Academy of 
Science. Carlo Rubbia, professor of physics at 
Harvard and winner of the 1984 Nobel Prize 
for. Physics, was named to the academy, which 
advises the pope on scientific matters. The 
51-year-old professor, who since 1970 has 
divided his time between Harvard and the 
European Organization for Nuclear Research 
in Geneva, was born in Gorizia, Italy. Four 
other Nobel Prize winners were named to the 
academy: Kai Siegbahn and Sune-Bergstrom 
of Sweden, Vladimir Prelog of Yugoslavia and 
Kenichi Fukui of Japan. Also named was 
Stephen William Hawking, an English 
physicist.

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NICARAGUAN CONFLICTS— A 
Sandinista Nicaraguan priest has been asked 
by his religious superiors to leave the country 
“for convenience’ sake’’ after several years of 
conflict with the church hierarchy. At the 
request of Cardinal Miguel Obando Bravo of 
Managua Franciscan Father Molina has been 
requested to take a year off to study and read 
outside Nicaragua. The friction between 
Father Molina and the cardinal is said to be 
more ideological than dogmatic and involved 
the Nicaraguan priest’s extreme support of the 
Sandinistas. 

Cardinal Obando Bravo appealed to U.N. 
Secretary General Javier Perez de Cuellar for 
help in dealing with ‘‘persecution’’ of the 
Church by the Sandinista government. In a 
meeting at the secretary general’s office, 
Cardinal Obando Bravo said the Nicaraguan 
bishops want a ‘‘constructive dialogue with the 
government of Nicaragua,’’ and said he 
thought the United Nations could help. A 
statement he read during the meeting 
consisted primarily of quotations from two 
letters from the bishops to Nicaraguan 
President Daniel Ortega. 


VATICAN UNION — The Association of 
Vatican Lay Employees, claiming that its right 
to negotiate wage and other issues has been 
ignored by Vatican officials, has joined an 
80-million-member international trade union 
federation. The employees’ association was 
given’ membership in the Brussels-based 
International Federation of Free Trade 
Unions. ‘The federation of about 100 unions is 
connected with the Confederation of Italian 
Labor Unions, which is Catholic-oriented. 


‘NEW NATION’ BEGINS The 
Southern African Catholic Bishops’ 
Conference has launched a new newspaper to 
compensate for what some Catholics consider 
inadequate media coverage in South Africa.

He said that during 
question-answer periods conducted after four 
experimental Tridentine Masses last fall, a 
number of participants in each case used the 
occasion ‘‘to voice attacks on the integrity of 
church officials and on the orthodoxy of church 
teaching pertaining to the Mass of Pope Paul 
VI.”’ In October 1984 Pope John: Paul II 
restored a limited permission, called an indult, 
for occasional use of the older rite, as last 
modified in 1962, at the discretion of local 
bishops. 


~ EXCOMMUNICATED — Mary Ann 


Sorrentino, the director of Planned Parent- 
hood of Rhode Island, has been excommuni- 
cated from the Catholic Church because her 
involvement with abortion results ‘‘in the 
sinful termination of human life,’’ said an 
official of the Diocese of Providence. While 
Ms. Sorrentino was notified of her excommun- 


"ication last June, it only became public Jan. 21 


when a Rhode Island priest active in the pro- 
life movement announced the excommunica- 
tion on a cable television program he hosts. 
“She has excommunicated herself, by her very 
own choice to be director of Planned Parent- 
hood,’’ Father Salvatore Matano, vicar for 
administration and co-chancellor of the 
Providence Diocese said. ‘‘Her excommunica- 
tion is self-inflicted’ and is a logical 
consequence of her position.’’ Abortions are 
performed at Planned Parenthood clinics in 
Rhode Island. 


CALL TO PEACE — Comparing the 
suffering of the people of El Salvador to 
Christ’s passion, Archbishop John R. Quinn 
of San Francisco asked Salvadoran citizens to 
heed a biblical call to peace. The California 
archbishop, invited by Archbishop Arturo 
Rivera Damas of San Salvador to speak at a 
World Day of Peace observance in January, 
also urged the U.S. government to help end 
hostilities in El Salvador and to treat 
Salvadoran refugees in the United States more 
fairly. He-said that ‘‘the very Gospel of Christ 
calls out to all parties in the conflict to stop the 
killing, the violence of war and the 
institutionalized violence of degrading 
poverty, and the economic systems that cause 
and augment that poverty.”’

American society: pluralistic or Christian? 


In one of his syndicated columns, Jesuit Father Virgil 
Blum of the Catholic League for Religious and Civil 
Rights reacts with great alarm to an announcement by the 
leaders of the American Jewish Congress that they intend 
to raise money to assemble a group of lawyers to defend 
their understanding of the separation of church and state. 


Why we should be alarmed at the prospect of American 
citizens going to court to press their views in the public 
forum is not explained in the column. Yet Father Blum is 
clearly quite agitated. 


THE AMERICAN Jewish Congress, Father Blum 
states, has already ‘‘been responsible for the secularizing 
of our culture, largely through its success in removing 
God from the classrooms of our children.’’ Indeed, ‘‘it 
has been largely responsible for turning a pluralistic 
Christian society into a secularist unitary society in which 
religion is no longer publicly tolerated.”’ 


Its current aim, he informs us, is nothing less than ‘‘to 
suppress all Christian influences from American public 
life, to establish the religion of secularism.’’ 


These are heavy charges. They are also very muddled, 
ignoring both history and the true nature of the American 
system of ‘pluralism that we all cherish. 


REGARDING HISTORY, Father Blum appears to 
have forgotten that it was American Catholics, not Jews 
(and certainly not the American Jewish Congress, which 
was not then even in existence), who first raised the battle 
cry over bible reading in public school classrooms, 
objecting, quite rightly, to the practice of forcing Catholic 
students to read the Protestant King James version of the 


Bible.

Out of this battle came the Catholic school system. The 
issue then, as now, had nothing to do with “*secularism,”’ 
but with sectarianism and the virtual establishment in the 
public schools of one denominational (Protestant) outlook 
at the expense of all others. 


Father Blum seems also to have forgotten the massive 
importance over the years of such institutions as the 
National Council of Churches, the National Educational 
Association, and the American Civil Liberties Union in 
courtroom skirmishes over the issues he cites, such as 
parochial aid and prayer in the public schools. 


THIS IS not to say that I agree with the American 
Jewish Congress’s interpretation of the First Amendment 
on the issues under discussion here. Yet both Jews and 


Catholics have the right in our society to file these briefs. 


and to submit their views to the public forum. I hope I am 
wrong in inferring that Father Blum reserves this right to 
Christians and, more specifically, Catholics, and would 
deny it to Jews. 


Father Blum’s real problem, it appears to me, stems 
from his truncated notion of pluralism. For him, the issue 
is one of a “‘pluralistic Christian society”’ vs. a ‘‘secularist 
unitary society.’’ A society can be one or the other, but 


not both. 


_ If we are truly pluralist in our legal system, then by 
definition we cannot be, under the law, ‘‘Christian”’ any- 
more than we can be, by law, Protestant, which is the 
most likely practical meaning of ‘‘Christian’’ since 
Protestants form the majority in our culture. 


FATHER BLUM’S view of America in the final 
analysis leaves no room even for Catholics, much less 
Jews, Moslems, Buddhists, Hindus, and all the other 
myriad folks who make up our richly diverse mosaic of 
beliefs. The opposite of secularism is not Christendom, as 
he appears to think, but pluralism, under which all 
religions are equal before the law. In that fact lies the 
heart of our system. I would like to think that Father 
Blum and his organization, the Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights, are in favor of this system or, 
in any event, are not opposed to it. 


Perhaps the most offensive and most alarming 
statement in Father Blum’s column is his comment that 
“‘the Jewish community . . . constitutes less than 2.4 
percent of our population. Yet the A.J. Congress is 
launching ...a massive legal and public relations 


_campaign to suppress the pluralistic character of our 


culture.’’ 


That’s an insulting and treacherous line of argument. 
Needless to add (with all due respect) it contradicts both 
letter and the spirit of two of the major documents 
promulgated at Vatican II exactly 20 years ago this past 
fall — the Declaration on Religious Freedom and the 
Declaration on the Church’s Relations with Non- 
Christian Religions. 


Full gospel message includes ‘needle’s eye’ 


If you subscribe to a cable television 
service, you get a lot more than ‘‘St. Else- 
where’’ and ‘‘Dynasty.”’ 


On weekends, for example, there are 
fundamentalist preachers on just about 
every other station. They are hard to 
miss, even if you are racing past them to 
catch the beginning of a basketball game, 
the replay of a congressional hearing on 
C-Span, or CNN’s news at the top of the 
hour. 


THE SITUATION isn’t all that much 
different during the week, although the 
settings may vary: from Jimmy 
Swaggarts’ seminar-style discussions with 
fellow preachers to Pat Robertson’s low- 
key, professionally polished 700-Club 
program. 


There are other offerings on the cable 
channels, however, that have no religious 
content whatever and yet bear a striking 
resemblance to what the electronic 
preachers offer. Some of us may miss the 
connection. 


The next time you are tempted to flash 
by that fellow showing people how to get 
rich selling real estate (overhead projector 
at the ready), stop a moment and watch. 


THEY ALL follow the same basic 
steps. They begin by telling their 
audience what they already believe — 
otherwise they wouldn’t have come in the 
first place. Life has given them the short 
end of the stick. 


Someone else has all the money. And 
you know what? Those other people 
aren’t any smarter than you and me. 


Then why do they have all that money 
while we have so little? Because at some 
point they discovered a simple formula to 
wealth and weren’t afraid to use it. 


ANYONE CAN do it. We can all get 
rich. It’s only the weak, the timid, and the 
uncertain who fail. 


So acknowledge your ‘‘sins’’ and 
change your ways. You, too, can be rich, 
if only you'll walk a different path — 
repentance and conversion. 


That leads to the second step: the 
proclamation of the good news of 
financial salvation — and that news is 
simple and straightforward. 


YOU WONDER, in fact, how you 
missed such obvious truth all these years

U.S. Supreme Court 


School decisions are misguided, unjust

The U.S. Supreme Court has ruled by 5-to-4 margins 
that public-school systems in Grand Rapids, Mich., and 
New York City violated the establishment clause of the 
First Amendment by sending teachers into parochial 
schools to offer remedial and enrichment classes. 
Secretary of Education William J. Bennett has said the 
rulings reflect ‘‘a hostility toward religion.’’ Perhaps. 


My judgment is that the decisions — in Grand Rapids v. 
Ball and Aguilar v. Felton — are legally misguided and 
unjust, representing the logical conclusion to four decades 
of the Court’s misinterpretations of the First 
Amendment’s religion clauses. 


BY NOW, many Americans assume that the phrase 
‘‘wall of separation between church and state’’ is found in 
the Constitution. It isn’t. It comes from a private letter 
sent by Thomas Jefferson to the Danbury, Conn., Baptist 
Association in 1802. 

As the legal historian Robert L. Cord of Northeastern 
University argues, the First Amendment was intended 
only to bar the federal government from preferring one 
religious denomination over others by establishing a 
national church, not to create a “‘wall’’ between church 
and state. ; 

In Separation of Church and State, he cites numerous 
examples of federal aid to religion during the nation’s 
early years, including grants to build churches and 
support for missionary teachers. It is also clear that some 
states still maintained tax-supported churches even after 
the ratification of the Constitution. Massachusetts, for 
example, had. an official state denomination until 1833. 


MOST AMERICANS today would probably ‘not 
welcome such government support for particular religious 
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Opinion 


beliefs. Yet it is clear — if we can trust the results of 
numerous polls — that the great majority of Americans 
favor some form of prayer in the public schools. Many 
question how the First Amendment’s prohibition of 
religious establishment justifies the Court’s recent 
decisions forbidding public-school teachers to offer 
secular classes in parochial schools. 


The answer lies in the Justices’ assumption that reality 
can be divided into two neat realms: the religious and the 
secular. To be sure, it is possible to distinguish a 
communion service or a bar mitzvah from repairing a car 
or teaching nuclear physics. Insofar as various secular 
beliefs give meaning and purpose to life, they function in 
the lives of atheists and agnostics in much the same way 
that religious beliefs function in the lives of believers. 


John Dewey certainly understood this point. He 
thought of his secular and atheistic beliefs as ‘‘a religious 
faith,’’ one that he wanted to make ‘“‘explicit and 
militant.’’ Until after World War II, atheistic humanists 
commonly referred to their secular beliefs as ‘religious.’ 
Only after the Supreme Court began to push religion out 
of public education did atheistic humanists begin to shy 
away from such terminology. 


WHAT BOTHERS many thoughtful Catholics and 
Protestant evangelicals is that the Court accepts a broad 
definition of religion in free-exercise cases but not in 
establishment-clause cases. Indeed, if the Court were 
more consistent and accepted a broad definition in both 
instances, then it would make sense to argue — as some 
critics do — that the public schools themselves constitute a 
government-sponsored establishment of religion — 
namely, the religion of secularism. 


Liberal critics typically dismiss such a claim as religious 
fanaticism. Thus, when Catholics request aid for 
parochial schools, the critics see this not as a demand for 
equity but as an unprincipled sectarian raid on the public 
treasury. 

The roots of the Court’s confused rulings on school 
prayer and aid to parochial schools are deep. James 
Skillen, director of the Washington-based Association for 
Public Justice, insists we must go back at least as far as 
Jefferson if we are to understand how these views were 
formed. 


JEFFERSON BELIEVED that his own deistic and 
Enlightenment morality was nonsectarian. It was, he 
claimed, based on reason and was, therefore, universal. 
By contrast, he considered orthodox Christians, adhering 
as they did to a faith rooted in dogma and revelation, to 
be parochial and sectarian. 


Jefferson’s convictions would have been harmless if he 
had not also insisted that his beliefs — and not the 
‘‘sectarian’’ beliefs of traditional Christians — ought to 
guide the public life of the new nation. The sectarians, 
Jefferson thought, should practice their religion in their 
homes and churches, and not intrude their beliefs and 


-_ 


values into the public life of the nation. Thus Jefferson’s 
commitment to religious freedom was limited. 


The Court apparently does not understand that secular 
beliefs and values can also be biased and sectarian. The 
Court, therefore, assumes it is possible to design a secular 
public-school curriculum that is religiously neutral. While 
ruling that state support of parochial schools constitutes 
an establishment of religion, it simultaneously assumes 
that the curricula of public schools — if sufficiently 
sanitized and purified of overt religious speech and 
practices — do not violate the establishment clause and 
thus legitimately can be supported by government 
money. 


SUCH ASSUMPTIONS are wrong. To be sure, 
public schools can be neutral toward religion in the 
limited sense that they do not give an unfair advantage to 
one religious group over another — say, Baptists over 
Catholics or Jews. Achieving such neutrality has been a 
significant accomplishment. 


Unless one accepts Jefferson’s mistaken distinction 
between sectarian and nonsectarian morality and 
religion, it is hard to see how any purely secular 
curriculum could be neutral toward religion. This is 
because every curriculum, unless it is purely random and 
arbitrary, necessarily presupposes certain views about the 
nature of human beings and the purpose of life. 


In choosing the subject areas of a curriculum, it is 
impossible to achieve religious neutrality. When a school 
stresses mathematics and science over art, music, or the 
Bible, it is making a statement about the meaning and 
purpose of life. Over the past two decades, astute critics 
have documented in detail the claim that the public 
schools often give a state-sponsored advantage to secular 
views placing the values of Christians and Jews at a 
disadvantage. 


WHAT CATHOLICS have claimed for over 150 
years is that since every school is biased or sectarian in its 
basic world view and values, then there is no good reason 
why the Court should permit tax money to go to public 
but not private schools. To do so involves the state in 
unfair and even unconstitutional preference for one set of 
religious values over legitimate competitors. Certainly, 
the authors of the First Amendment did not intend to give 
atheistic, secular, and humanistic beliefs a government- 
maintained advantage over theistic beliefs. 


In Compelling Belief, Stephen Arons describes our 
present system of school finance as one that ‘‘provides 
free choice for the rich and compulsory socialization for 
everyone else.’’ Extending financial support to all 
legitimate secular and religious schools, whether directly 
or through some kind of voucher system, would bring an 


- end to the unfair monopoly that state-run public schools 


currently enjoy as the only lawful recipients of across-the-: 
board support from tax revenues. 

Such a move would not grant special privilege to 
religious or secular private schools, but would instead re- 
dress the injustice and dubious constitutional validity of 
the present system.

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Catholic schools 
have advantage 
for instilling 
moral values

WASHINGTON — The advantage of Catholic 
schools is their clearly defined character that frees them to 
instill moral values, according to U.S. Education 
Secretary William J. Bennett. 


Bennett, a Catholic who describes himself as ‘‘a partial 
product of Catholic education’? because he attended 
Catholic elementary and high schools, has often stressed 
the need for teaching moral values and for what he calls 
the ‘‘three Cs’’ — content, character, and choice. 


IN AN interview with National Catholic News Service 
in conjunction with Catholic Schools Week Feb. 2-8, 
Bennett said Catholic schools can be unambiguous about 
their goals of instilling moral values, ‘‘and that provides 
an advantage.” 


‘TI don’t think the public school has to buy out of moral 
education because it is not conducted under the auspices 
of a church,’’ Bennett said. However, Catholic and other 
religious schools, he said, ‘‘may have something of an 
advantage in light of their freedom and ability to express 
clearly and directly the relationship of the religious end to 
the education end, which in most cases centers on an issue 
of moral development and character.”’ 


Catholic schools also can have an advantage in teaching 
the ‘‘three Rs’? — reading, writing, and arithmetic — 
because of their structure and their clear line of authority, 
he said. 


THE THEME of this year’s Catholic Schools Week is 
““A Rainbow of Excellence.’’ Recent studies have shown 
that Catholic school students, particularly minority 
students, do better in many areas than their public school 
counterparts. 


Bennett said he thinks that is partly because parents 
who actively choose Catholic schools are more active in 
other ways as well. ‘‘When parents invest additional 


money for such a school they usually want to make sure 


he said. 


However, he continued, the research clearly establishes 
‘that there is an ethos, a character to Catholic schools and 
other religious schools that in general gives an 
advantage.”’ 

“STRUCTURE CAN be extremely important for 
learning,’’ Bennett said, as well as a ‘‘clear set of goals 
and aims that one might regard as an initial advantage for 
Catholic education.”’ 


they get a return on it,”’ 


Effective public schools seem to possess the same 
character as Catholic schools, Bennett noted, although 
“‘they may have to work harder at it’? because ‘‘one 
doesn’t assume that ethos automatically as one does for a 
Catholic school.’’ 


Minority students especially benefit from the structure 
and character of Catholic schools, according to the 
education secretary. 


“MY HAT’S off to Catholic schools,’’ Bennett said, 
for “‘their efforts to attract the poor minority children into 
Catholic schools,’’ including many minority students who 
are not Catholic. 


“I think this is not unusual, and not a surprise. This is 
part of the mission of the Church,’’ he said. 


Bennett specifically praised his Jesuit alma mater, 
Gonzaga College High School in Washington, for its 
commitment to the inner city during the turbulence of the 
late 1960s. 
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CONSIDERING MORAL VALUES — U.S. Education 
Secretary William J. Bennett, a Catholic who 
describes himself “a partial product of Catholic 
education” because he attended both Catholic, 


MANY PEOPLE wanted the high school to move to 
the suburbs, 
president of the high school said the school was part of the 
Church and the Church belongs in the city because the 
Church is there to the people of the city.”’ 


Bennett called on Catholic schools to work even harder 
to ‘‘make it plain their willingness to share with the public 
schools in the education of all. This will serve public 
schools and Catholic schools both. . .. We’re in this 
together.’’ 


Although tuition tax credit legislation for parents of 
non-public school children has made no progress in 
Congress, Bennett believes vouchers for disadvantaged 
students is an idea whose time is coming. 


“IT’S A different issue,’’ Bennett said. Vouchers are 
revenue neutral, they do not cost the government 
anything while tuition tax credits would cost something, 
and they are aimed specifically at poor, disadvantaged 
children, he said. 


Last November the Reagan administration proposed 
federal vouchers for disadvantaged children. Under the 
administration plan the vouchers would not be more 
expensive than current programs because money for 
disadvantaged students would go directly to the parents 
instead of school programs. 
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Bennett recalled, but ‘‘I remember the

public, and private schools, said in an interview with 
National Catholic News Service that public education 
need not “buy out of moral education because it is 
not conducted under the auspices of a church.” 


Vouchers would give parents an investment in the 
education of their children, Bennett said, and ‘‘the more 
actively involved the parent is in the education of the child 
the better the education of the child.’’ 


““VOUCHERS GIVE parents that opportunity to act 
by selecting the school,’’ he said. ‘‘That’s a good thing 
because that selection may: be a trigger for further action 
on the part of the parent.’ 


Children in private and parochial schools are entitled to 
the same congressionally mandated educational services 
as their public school counterparts, the education 
secretary said. 


“The unfortunate implication of the terms we use — 
that is, public schools and private schools, public schools 
and Catholic schools — is that sometimes some people 
begin to think children who are in private schools or 
Catholic schools are not part of the public. They are. 


“Children who are in Catholic schools are every bit as 
much a part of the public as children enrolled in ‘public’ 
school are,’’ he said.

ESCONDIDO — ‘‘Married couples are the unsung 
heroes of our society,’’ says Tom Gorman, who with his 
wife, Jeanne, will be national coordinators for the 1987 
World Marriage Day celebration: 


The Gormans coordinated the 1986 World Marriage 
Day celebration with Dan and Irene Perry of San 
Antonio, Texas. World Marriage Day is an interfaith 
celebration sponsored by Worldwide Marriage Encounter 
(ME), a weekend-long ‘‘crash course’’ that teaches 
spouses how to communicate more effectively in order to 
strengthen their marriage. 


THE THEME for this year’s celebration, which will 
be observed Feb. 9, is ‘‘Reflections of Love.”’ 


That is an appropriate theme, says Jeanne, because 
‘married couples should see themselves as special. They 
should be applauded for their courage, the time and effort 
they put into making a marriage work, raising families 
while holding jobs and maintaining relationships. They 
certainly need a pat on the back.”’ 


‘Young couples need to see the good side of the story, 
to be aware of the strengths that a good relationship can 
give them, ’’ says Tom. 


FATHER JAMES Rafferty, pastor of St. Timothy 
parish in Escondido where the Gormans are parishioners, 
will assist in putting together the liturgical packets for 
1987 World Marriage Day. Both Father Rafferty and the 
Gormans have been involved in ME for 13 years. 


He noted that World Marriage Day is a consciousness- 
raising effort to stand together in support of the marriage 
relationship. 


“Society needs a recommitment to the values of 
marriage,” Father Rafferty says. ‘“World Marriage Day 
helps us to pull together and to celebrate that 
recommitment.”’ 


FOR THE past six years, World Marriage Day has 
been observed on the second Sunday of February. The 
Gormans would like to make that a special day set aside 
by the country to honor married couples, such as is done 
for Mother’s Day, Father’s Day, and now Grandparents’ 
Day. : 

Even though the event is sponsored by ME, the success 
of the celebration depends on volunteers. The celebration 
in each area is autonomous. The national coordinators 
give suggestions for observing the day, and events have 
ranged from renewal of wedding vows in church 
ceremonies to receptions for couples. 

Marriage Day had its beginnings in Baton Rouge, La., 
in 1978. The first celebration in San Diego was in 1982 
with the distribution of pieces of wedding cake at a Mira 
Mesa shopping mall. In 1985 in San Diego on World 
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_ Marriage Day, 1,000 persons renewed their marriage 


vows, many for the first time since their wedding day. 


THIS YEAR’S celebration on Feb. 9 will take place at 
the Scottish Rite Temple, 1895 Camino del Rio South, 


from 2 to 5 p.m. The highlight of the event will be the 


renewal of marriage vows in a ceremony that will be 
conducted jointly by Roman Catholic, Protestant, and 
Jewish clergymen. Father Pat Grace will conduct the 
ceremony for Catholic couples. 


The celebration will also include dancing to music by 
Padres’ organist Danny Topaz; refreshments, including 
wedding cake; special recognition of the county’s longest- 
married couples; and presentation of the third annual 
Cupid Award for the television commercial that best 
displays positive marriage values. Frank and Kathy 
Riedel are coordinators for the San Diego County 
celebration. 

Floyd and Maura Small of San Diego, married 74 
years, will be honored as the longest married couple of 
San Diego County. The longest married couple of the 
country, married 81 years, is from Alabama. In 
California the longest married couple has been married 
79 years. These couples were picked from nominations 
sent to the search committee. 


RECOGNITION OF World Marriage Day has 
consistently grown over the past six years. Governors of 
most states have proclaimed the second Sunday of 
February as World Marriage Day. U.S. Catholic bishops 
have encouraged and supported the committee’s efforts. 
In 1985 President Ronald Reagan sent congratulations to 
the longest married couple in each state. 


Celebrations in various parts of the country include: a 
dance at the Hilton Hotel in Denver; recognition of the 
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Tom and Jeanne Gorman and Father James Rafferty 
aré the 1987 national coordinators for World Marriage 
Day.

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Developmental kindergarten helps 


children progress at own level

Diocesan elementary schools have always emphasized 
the four R’s — religion, reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
A fifth R, readiness for instruction, is now receiving more 
attention, especially in schools with developmental 
kindergarten programs. 


Since September, Holy Family School in San Diego has 
placed its five-year-olds in one of three instructional levels 
— pre-kindergarten, kindergarten, or pre-first grade. 


THESE OPTIONS are based on the theory that 
readiness for early education is determined by a child’s 
developmental age, not his chronological age. 


Research conducted by the Gesell Institute of Human 
Development in New Haven, Conn., indicates that only 
about one-third of the kindergartners it tested were ready 
for that level of instruction. 


A developmental age of at least five years is necessary 
for a child to succeed in kindergarten, said Anita Moody, 
who teaches kindergarten and pre-first grade classes at 
Holy Family. 

LAST SPRING she administered the Gesell Kinder- 
garten Screening Test on an individual basis, which 
measured each child’s social, emotional, physical, and 
perceptual maturity. The younger children not ready for 
the traditional kindergarten curriculum were placed in 
the pre-kindergarten class taught by Ruth Loper. 


Kathleen Morgen is grateful her son, Michael, is 
receiving more individualized instruction in pre-reading 
skills in his pre-K class of 10 children. Otherwise, ‘‘he 
probably would not have developed so fast,’’ she said. 


Next fall, most of the pre-kindergartners will be in the 
pre-first grade class, Moody explained. She called this 
extra year of instruction a ‘‘gift of time needed for their 
maturity to enter first grade.’’ Children pushed beyond 
the capabilities of their developmental ages become 
frustrated, she added. 


DR. BRIAN Bennett, principal of Blessed Sacrament 
School in San Diego, agrees. He recalls a five-year-old 
with a developmental age of four years, who was placed in 
a regular kindergarten class. 


“She cried, had nightmares, withdrew from the other 
children, and did not want to come to school,’’ he said. 

In February, she. was put in a pre-school program 
where she adjusted well. She repeated kindergarten the 
following year and earned an exceptionally high score on 
the Iowa Test of Basic Skills, he added. 


AT BLESSED Sacrament School, children must have 


a developmental age of five years, as measured by the 
Gesell test, before entering kindergarten, Dr. Bennett 
explained. Jon-Marie Malady instructs this class of 30, 
assisted by two teacher aides. 


Those whose developmental age is less than five years 
attend pre-K classes, he said. 

However, cross-age grouping permits flexibility in 
meeting the children’s instructional needs. Those in the 
kindergarten class can spend time in the pre-K class “‘for 
development in motor skills, language readiness, and 


~ social skills,’’ he said. More advanced kindergartners can 
g 


learn reading and math with first graders. 


GROUPING PATTERNS at the school also permit 
first graders to receive some of their instruction in kinder- 
garten classes, and pre-school children to be taught in the 
pre-K class. Placement in groups is determined by the 
children’s level of skill development, he said. 


Parents of Blessed Sacrament School children voted 
recently to change the kindergarten entrance age to five 
years by Sept. 1, Dr. Bennett said. State law requires they 
reach five by Dec. 1. 


The School of the Madeleine in San Diego also has a 
developmental kindergarten program. 

ST. FRANCIS School, Vista, will begin one in 
September. 

The children will be given the Gesell test in May to 
determine their placement in one of three kindergarten 
groups, said Joanne Demmer, St. Francis kindergarten 
teacher. 


Preparations for implementing the program are under-. 


way. Demmer and pre-school instructor Suzanne 
Gonzales will attend a February conference in San 
Francisco sponsored by the Gesell Institute in Human 
Development. 


A PANEL discussion for parents will be held this 
spring ‘‘to help parents understand the far-reaching 
problem of misplacement,’’ Gonzalez said. Panelists will 
include a pediatric neurological psychologist, child 
psychologist, and other resource specialists. 


‘‘Diocesan policy states that children will be admitted 


to kindergarten after being screened for developmental 
readiness,’’ said Sister Gertrude Ann Sullivan, BVM, 
curriculum director. 


If the screening reveals the child not to have a level of 
readiness required for the kindergarten curriculum, it is 
suggested he or she be placed in pre-K or pre-school 
classes, she said.

_ Special curriculum keeps students 


aware of vital global issues

“To have peace on earth, we have to teach globally,’’ 
according to Sister Gertrude Ann Sullivan, BVM, 
diocesan Schools Office curriculum director. 


To achieve peace on earth, Sister Sullivan said, 
students must learn that differences do not divide. 
Students must also be taught to respect the rights of 
others. 

SISTER SULLIVAN works with diocesan elementary 
schools to help them use the present diocesan curriculum 
guide to teach global awareness. 


The guide is divided into four parts — God, self, 
others, environment — encompassing all of life, she 
explained. The guide’s subject codes tell teachers the text- 
book to use for a particular topic. 


At the primary level, grades K to three, the guide’s 
focus is on self and how one is special. The intermediate 
level, grades four to six, centers on looking toward others. 
At the junior high level, grades seven and eight, the focus 
is on responsibility for others around the world, the 
curriculum director said. 


IN STUDYING the environment, students should 
become aware of their stewardship, how we are 
accountable for the earth and the future of it, she said. 
Technological achievements require that children learn 
the world is a global village. Global thinking must be 
incorporated into the curriculum and instructors should 
teach about the world’s interdependence. 


“Diocesan classrooms are becoming multicultural,’’ 
Sister Sullivan noted, and children are learning that 
cultural differences do not divide. There is not much 
difference between the way different cultures live and 
think, she added. 


An integrated approach should be taken in the way 
different subjects are taught in diocesan classrooms, she 
explained. For example, instructors should ‘‘show the in- 
terconnectedness between science and social studies.”’ 


“RELIGION IS not just about God but about the 
earth because God gave it to us,’’ Sister Sullivan said. 


““The whole education field is more conscious of global 
awareness,’’ she said, adding that she has seen more 
awareness of it in diocesan elementary schools as well. 
“The seeds are fermenting,’’ she added, noting that the 
theme of the National Catholic Educational Association is 
global awareness. 

Sister Sullivan cited Old Mission Montessori School at 
Mission San Luis Rey as one of the diocesan schools that 
is teaching global awareness through a total school 
program. 


SISTER MARY Katherine Dum, BVM, principal of 
Mission Montessori, said that ‘‘the main thrust of the 
Montessori method is the fundamental needs of human- 
kind,’’ both spiritual and physical. 

As children talk about people’s needs, “‘they begin to 
see that the needs of all people have been the same 
throughout history,’’ Sister Dum said. A Montessori 
school works on an ungraded system, and students’ ages 
at Mission Montessori range from two-and-a-half to 12 
years. 

Younger children at Mission Montessori dress, sing 
songs, and prepare foods of different countries around the 
world, the principal said. 

“OLDER CHILDREN study the history of how

people met their needs,’’ Sister Dum said. They also 
study physical geography to learn how climate affects 
needs, how agriculture contributed to national 
boundaries, and the interdependence of people. 


Mission Montessori students spend time working on 
wooden puzzle maps as well as celebrating holidays and 
customs of different countries, the principal said, citing a 
Japanese tea service as an example. 


Another school where global awareness instruction can 
be found is St. Patrick in Carlsbad. Joan Flanagan, eighth 
grade teacher at the school, explained that an instructor 
does not need a textbook to teach global awareness 
because a number of little projects can be used to teach it. 


FLANAGAN HAS developed a number of activities to 
teach global awareness to her students. Among these are a 
hunger game in which students are divided into first, 
second, and third world countries. Candy is used to show 
how food is distributed in the world. As an incentive, 
Flanagan allows students to keep whatever candy they 
have at the end of the game. 


Following use of the hunger game in December 1984, 
two girls in Flanagan’s class collected money for 
Ethiopian famine relief. Flanagan noted that: their 
endeavor was ‘‘spontaneous; no one told them to do it.’’ 


Seventh and eighth grade students at St. Patrick’s are 
building two geodesic domes of redwood, Flanagan said. 
One of the domes will be covered and food will be grown 
in it. The task will show students how food can be grown 
with little moisture, she said. 


FLANAGAN WILL often change her lesson plan to go 
along with world events. Once students become aware of 
what is going on in the world, they want answers — “they 
want to understand what happened,”’ she said. 


The €xplosion of the space shuttle Challenger Jan. 28, 
in which its seven crew members were killed, including 
teacher Christa McAuliffe, ‘‘touched home because 
everyone knows a teacher,’’ Flanagan said. Through 
discussion, Flanagan helped her students put the tragedy 
into perspective, noting that students ‘‘had genuine 
empathy for the families’ of the crew members. 


The diocesan Mission Office has also been 
instrumental in teaching global awareness to diocesan 
students, Sister Sullivan said. Each year the Mission 
Office gives audio-visual presentations of missions in 
third world countries to students in the diocese’s 44 
elementary schools and five high schools. 


SISTER SULLIVAN believes computers can also be 
used for global awareness instruction. The diocesan 
curriculum guide’s four topics — God, self, others, 
environment — could be integrated into ‘a life skills 
computer program, she said. 


Ultimately, the amount of global awareness instruction 
students receive will be determined by how much global 
awareness teachers have within them, Sister Sullivan said. 
““The material is there because life is there,’’ she added. 


“*This is God’s earth and our intelligence is what God 
gave us.’’ People can either use or abuse the earth, the 
curriculum director explained, adding that ‘‘the earth is 
programmed for life. We can destroy part of it, but it will 
survive.”’ 

IF PEOPLE use their knowledge for good, the earth 
can reach .its full potential. The earth’s people must see 
themselves as one, not divided, to achieve this, Sister 
Sullivan said.

A 10-kilometer run called ‘‘Exercise 
Your Constitutional Rights and 
Responsibilities’? is slated, along with 
parades and tours at military 
installations, Bowes added. 


The San Diego celebration will 
culminate with a red, white, and blue 
festive ball and diplomatic reception Sept. 
12, 1987, one week before the national 
celebration in Washington. 


THE CBS television network will 
produce ‘‘We the People Minutes,’’ 
anecdotal accounts of the writing of the 
Constitution and its application to daily 
life, said George Dessart, vice president 
of CBS Broadcast Group. These TV spots 
will be similar in format to ‘‘Bicentennial 
Minutes’’ aired in 1975-76 to 
commemorate the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence. 


William Green, commission member 
and former Philadelphia mayor, invited 
the gathering to bicentennial festivities in 
that city. 


According to Hobart Cawood, head of 
‘‘We the People 200,”’ these will include a 
parade coming from four directions and 
converging at Independence Hall. He 
said he hopes the event will simulate the 
mile-and-a-half-long procession of 
laborers who marched through 
Philadelphia, carrying the tools of their 


trade, to celebrate the ratification of the 
Constitution in 1788. 


ANOTHER BICENTENNIAL 
attraction in Philadelphia will be an 
exhibit in which computers will test: 
visitor’s knowledge of the Constitution. 


Dr. Margaret Branson of the Center 
for Civic Education-Law in a Free Society 
described a series of 30 lessons on the 
Constitution designed for high school 
students. The content aims to evoke civic 
virtues, she said. 


Projects of the Armed Forces’ bicenten- 
nial commission include printing 
brochures about each of the signers of the 
Constitution and hosting exhibits at the 
Pentagon, said Brigadier General 
William Stofft, chief of military history 
with the Department of Defense. 


THE AMERICAN Bar Association 
Commission on Public Understanding 
about the Law plans to produce a 
television, radio, and newspaper series on 
values and issues related to the U.S. 
Constitution, ABA representative Mark 
Harrison said. 


Other members of the bicentennial 
commission include Senators Edward 
Kennedy and Strom Thurmond; neither 
attended the meeting at USD.

In Masses and memorial services, the 
nation mourned the loss of the seven 
astronauts killed Jan. 28 in the explosion 
of the Challenger space shuttle. 


Speakers consoled the shuttle crew’s 
families and paid tribute to the seven, 
remembering them as heroes who made a 
“‘brave sacrifice.” 


SERVICES WERE held for Christa 
McAuliffe, a New Hampshire school- 
teacher who was to have been the first 
ordinary citizen in space, and for crew 
Francis R. Scobee, Navy 
Cmdr. Michael J. Smith, Gregory B. 
Jarvis, Ellison S. Onizuka, Ronald E. 
McNair, and Judith A. Resnik. 


A private memorial Mass_ was 
celebrated Feb. 3 at Mrs. McAuliffe’s 


parish, St. Peter Church in Concord, - 


N.H., with Father James Leary of 
Bristol, Conn., as chief concelebrant. 
Father Leary celebrated the wedding 
Mass at which Mrs. McAuliffe and her 
husband, Steven, were married in 1970. 
Presiding at the Feb. 3 Mass were 
Cardinal Bernard F. Law of Boston and 
Bishop Odore J. Gendron of Manchester, 
N.H. 


Mrs. McAuliffe, in addition to 
teaching at public school, also taught 
religious education classes at the parish. 


THE SEVEN also were remembered 
in Rome Jan. 31 at a memorial Mass at 
the North American College, the 
seminary for men studying in Rome for 
the priesthood for various U.S. dioceses. 


The Mass was concelebrated by 


Cardinal William Wakefield Baum, the 
highest ranking American at the Vatican 
and head of the Vatican Congregation for

PRESIDENT REAGAN paid tribute 
to the Challenger crew at a memorial 
service at the Johnson Space Center in 
Houston Jan. 31. 


The pain will be deep for ‘‘our seven 
star voyagers,’’ Reagan said. ‘‘We can 
find consolation only in faith, for we 
know in our hearts that you who flew so 
high and so proud now make your home 
beyond the stars, safe in God’s promise of 
eternal life.’’ 


A number of services were held in 
Florida, where the shuttle was launched 
from Cape Canaveral. 


AT ST. Theresa’s Catholic Church in 
Titusville, more than 100 residents joined 
schoolchildren at a memorial service. 
Father Michael Hanrahan said the 
Challenger’s crew was ‘‘the salt of the 
earth, light of the world.’’ 


The seven, he added, ‘‘have not hidden 
their brilliance under a basket. They will 
bring light to all of us. We can only hope 
this great work (the space program) will 
continue and there will be more discovery 
and more enlightenment.’’ 


Bishop Thomas Grady of Orlando 
presided Jan. 29 at a memorial Mass at 
St. James Cathedral. 


THE BISHOP said the Mass was not 
for the dead but for ‘‘the progress of 
peoples.’’ He noted the female, Black, 
and Oriental members of the shuttle 
crew. 


To students he said of Mrs. McAuliffe, 
“She did teach you some important 
lessons — that life is fragile that it can 
come to an end.”’ 


At the church where Mrs. McAuliffe 
was married, St. Jeremiah in Framing- 
ham, Mass., the altar was decked with 
yellow and white mums from her parents, 
Grace and Edward Corrigan, who are 
parishioners. 


DURING A Mass Feb. 2, Father John 
S. Morris said, ‘‘The tragedy puts us in 
mind of our own vulnerability and 
fragility, and we need to let these feelings 
emerge.” 


Cardinal Law earlier celebrated 
another memorial Mass for Mrs. 
McAuliffe at the Framingham parish. 


“Because this was, in a singular way, 
her flight, and because in so many ways 
she was our own, the death of Christa 
McAuliffe touches’ us deeply and 
personally,’’ Cardinal Law said. 


“BORN AND raised locally in Fram- 
ingham, a graduate of Marian High 
School, a member of a family whose life 
centers so closely here around St. 
Jeremiah parish, we feel her loss most 
poignantly,’’ the cardinal said. 


The seven astronauts were also 
remembered at the National Shrine of the 
Immaculate Conception in Washington 
Feb. 2 in commemorative prayers at all 
Masses. During the noon Mass seven 
candles were placed near the American 
flag in the sanctuary and were lighted in 
memory of the crew members.

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Children, parents should share their fears +‘ 


I was listening to talk radio recently when the subject of 
children’s fears came up. Listeners were invited to call in 
and tell of their children’s fears and also their own 
memories of childhood fears. It was an enlightening 
program, especially for talk radio. 


One mother asked her three children what their 
greatest fears were. Her 10-year-old daughter confessed 
that she feared most having an intruder come in the 
window when she was alone in bed at night. 


HER NINE-YEAR-OLD brother greatly feared being 
sent to the principal’s office. It seemed he was sent there 
in first grade and the parents’ over-reaction was such that 
he lives in daily dread of having it repeated. 

Their five-year-old sister’s ongoing fear is that the top 
bunk in which her sister sleeps will crash down on her 
some night. 

‘*T was flabbergasted,’’ said the mother. ‘‘All of these 
fears can be handled, but we didn’t know about them 


until now — when I asked them as a result of your 
program. 
SO TRUE. We don’t know our children’s fears 


because we don’t ask them. Other parents reported their 
children fear being left at a gas station when they go to the 
bathroom, being attacked by strange dogs, and being 
stolen from school playgrounds. The recent publicity of 
missing children showed up often in reported children’s

fears. 


Some children’s fears have a real basis but others do 
not. The sharing brought to my mind one of my deep 
childhood fears, which I never admitted to anyone for fear 
of ridicule but which caused me many nights of anguish. 


I grew up on a farm. My room was directly in line with 
our windmill, which creaked and groaned on scary 
evenings. I was dreadfully afraid that on windy nights the 
spinning top would break loose, fly through my window, 
and kill me. 


I NEVER told anyone. If I had, I am sure my dad 
would have shown me it was impossible for that wheel to 
come in through my window but I was afraid to admit my 
fear. 


(That windmill did cause my mother a moment of 
panic when she came out one sunny day to discover that 
my tiniest brother had climbed the steps nearly to the top. 
Within hours, my dad removed the bottom steps, which 
rendered that climb history for children.) 


Sometimes we adults unintentionally project our fears 
on our children. When parents worry aloud about having 
enough money at the end of the month, children can 
worry excessively about having the family put out on the 
street without food and clothing. Some parents discovered 
this fear when they queried their children on their fears. 


IF WE show fear in going to the dentist or in 
approaching strange dogs, our children are apt to pick it 
up. I have an irrational fear of bees, which I know I 
passed on to my young children. 


Older children have fears that need to be aired and 
addressed, too — nuclear destruction, rape, failure, 
police involvement, and social humiliation. It is estimated 
that one of 10 adolescents seriously considers suicide, an act 
often motivated by irrational fear.

I suggest we share individual fears in the family 
occasionally, beginning with parents, which then gives 
children permission to share fears of their own. 


WHAT DOI fear? That my sons will have to fight in 
Central America someday, fire at night when we are 
sleeping, despots with nuclear weapons, and incurable i 
diseases in the family. 


I don’t know what my children fear, but I intend to ask 
them because just sharing the fear makes it less lonely and 
more controllable. They may have a fear I can help 
alleviate — like the windmill.

Understanding doesn’t mean abandoning rules 


QUESTION: Some weeks ago you 
responded to a question from a woman 
who wondered about Episcopalians 
who receive the Eucharist in her parish 
church. The answer you gave was to me 
puzzling and painful. 

First of all, you immediately shifted 
from Episcopalians in particular to 
Protestants in general. That’s not the 
same thing at all. We rejoice in the 
Anglican-Roman Catholic Consulta- 
tion and the promise it bears for a 
closer relationship based on love and 
mutual respect. 

Episcopalians do go to the local 
Roman Catholic parish to receive 
Communion. There are those who do 
believe that the Lord Jesus wants them 
to do this. 

You might be surprised to know that 
it is not at all unusual for Roman 
Catholics to receive in our church in 
general, in this parish in particular. 

Forgive me for saying so, you laid an 
egg when you spoke about visiting in 
another’s home and failing to observe 
the host’s rules. I always thought the 
holy table was the table of the Lord and 
that he is the divine host as well as 
sacrifice. So who are you, your bishop, 
or even the pope to say who among 
Christ’s children shall respond to his 
call to take and eat? 

Do you know the story of St. 
Elizabeth Seton’s conversion to Rome? 
She was the daughter of an Episcopal 
priest, faithful in our church all her 
life, until the day she heard a sermon 
by the (Episcopal) bishop of New York 
on the importance of frequent 
reception of Communion. 

He said he thought the faithful 
should receive daily. It was her 
discovery that only in the Roman 

‘church could she hope to receive so 
frequently that led her to Rome. 

At the time of her canonization, 
Cardinal Joseph Bernardin, then arch-

official Episcopal delegation to attend 
the services in St. Peter’s. In his 
gracious letter, he described St. 
Elizabeth as the Episcopal church’s gift 
to Rome. 

My closest clergy friend in this 
parish is the Roman pastor. I long and 
pray for the day when in good 
conscience we can break the bread of 
life together without compromising our 
consciences. (Massachusetts) 


ANSWER: I can only say that your 
letter moved me very deeply. Not only do 
I agree wih almost everything in it and 
consider the division of our churches a 
shameful scandal of our lifetime, but also 
I am deeply sorry that you felt my 
response was so negative and ungracious. 
I hope it was not, and apologize insofar as 
it was. 


In no way do I judge the personal 
decisions of people in this matter (or any 


other) in responding to what they feel the 


Holy Spirit is moving them to do. 


WHILE I believe there is some 
responsibility to be aware of and follow 
some objective norms of faith, I would 
never translate that to condemnation of 
any individual. 

On the other hand, it is not my option, 
or that of any other person who presumes 
to speak as a Roman Catholic teacher and 
as one faithful to the Roman Catholic 
tradition, to encourage or approve 
violations of what are, for better or worse 
at the moment, the policies and teachings 
of our faith. 


I fully realize the difference between 
the histories of the Episcopal Church and 
those of Protestant denominations. I 
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principles apply to anyone contemplating 
reception of the sacraments who is not a 
member of our Roman Catholic faith. 


I HAVE enjoyed many relationships 
with people of other faiths, and have 
spoken often to Protestant groups in 
various levels of formality. 


I always indicate something that I 
believe is a universally accepted principle 
at every responsible level of interfaith 
dialogue: The reunion of our churches, 
however that may look in the future, will 
not be the consequence of our skills and 
techniques for compromise. 

It has been and will be the work of the 
Holy Spirit; our responsibility is to be 
faithful to what we believe the Holy Spirit 
is giving to each of our communions as we 
move through this process.

IT SEEMS to me you feel I should 
have said something like: The Catholic 
Church teaches this but it really is not that 
important to pay attention to these 
teachings. To say this would not only be 
dishonest in our relationship to our faith, 
but also would undermine the whole 
process of the work of the Holy Spirit in 
bringing us faithfully together as he sees 
we should be.

To find out how he approached the role 
of a priest in the ’30s who decided to 
found a hospital, I- spoke with Mr. 
Herrmann recently and found him to be 
someone who is committed to religion in 
his own life as well as in his portrayal. 


AN ANGLICAN, Mr. Herrmann said 
“it helps’’ to be privately religious when 
taking a religious role. ‘“You have to have 
a spiritual hunger or be disturbed by 
spiritual problems,’’ he explained. ‘‘The 
state of your soul has to mean something. 
It also helps to know the liturgy. Matters 
of the spirit have to be important to you. 4s 


They mean something to him and he 
proves it by going on retreats to 
monasteries. The monks — Roman 
Catholic, Anglican, and Buddhist — 
whom he has observed, provided him 
with some guidance in playing Father 
McCabe. 


“God is a matter of fact, of daily 
experience and thought’’ to those monks, 
he said. ‘‘He is as much ofa fact as your 
car. Actors tend to sanctify religious 
characters to a nauseating degree as if 
they were not of this earth. On the other 
hand, really holy people are not just your 
average guy. Holy people don’t tell you 
how holy they are; they just are. They 
don’t leave their spirituality in the chapel. 
It goes everywhere with them. They wear 
it; they are it. They have a sense of the 
rightness of what they are doing. They 
may have doubts about their ability but 
not about the Holy Spirit.”’

WITH THAT attitude, Mr. Herr- 
mann began shaping his idea of Father 
McCabe, a painting of whom _ has 
appeared on the series several times. It 
will now have to be changed to match the 
actor’s face. 


“JT tried to make him funny and 
tough,’’ Mr. Herrmann began. “‘I re- 
wrote a bit of the script to show his 
compelling need to help the sick. I made 
him from Northern Ireland because 
we’ve had enough of sweet Barry Fitz- 
gerald accents to last a lifetime. He’s 
streetwise but aware of his calling. 
Religion is a fact of life to him, but you 
can make a priest so colloquial you 
wonder why he wears a collar.”’ 


For inspiration in acting, Mr. Herr- 
mann turned to some past performances. 
“In ‘Jesus of Nazareth,’ the way Peter 
was portrayed was as close to someone 
receiving the Word as you can come. 
Spencer Tracy was good in ‘Boys’ 
Town.’ I could believe he was a priest 
who was concerned about boys. David 
Niven in ‘The Bishop’s Wife’ seemed to 
give an extremely accurate portrayal of an 
Anglican bishop. 


‘USUALLY, I found my inspiration 
in real life from people like Therese of 
Lisieux. People who live that life 24 hours 
a day are extremely unaffected about out- 
ward show. Theology to them is a living 
thing. They are always thinking about the 
Trinity and questions that baffled 
Augustine and Origen and Tertullian. 
Those are still living, vital problems.” -
